The action of the British Columbia government 
in stirring up trade for its liquor stores by reducing 
liquor permits from $2 to “two bits”, brings out the 
contrast between the policies of sister provinces in 
Canada on the liquor question. 

Saskatchewan with equal mandate for the gov- 
ernment sale of liquor, over a year ago passed a 
regulation forbidding the newspapers of the prov- 
ince from advertising liquor brands. By this self- 
denying ordinance it probably cut off a quarter of 
a million dollars sent by distillers in the United 
Kingdom and winemakers in France and Portugal 
to keep their brands before the public eye, causing 
the unemployment of a number of printers and 
others, and reduction of newspaper salaries to 
cover the deficit. 

Quebec takes a more liberal attitude again than 
British Columbia. It has men booking orders and 
making ‘deliveries by launch to island residents 
in the St. Lawrence. 

The new “two-bit" permits are being pushed by 
the B. C. government at police offices throughout 
the country and from police launches operating 
out of Alberni, Ganges, Prince Rupert, Pender 
Harbor and Ocean Falls on the coast district. That 
dear licenses retard liquor sales and cheap lic- 
enses encourage them is shown by the flood of 
liquor purchases that followed the issuance of the 
new 25 cent liquor permits.
